INDIAN OUTRAGES. 
The Letest Marders and Robberies in 
A 


rizona. 
From the Prescott Miner, Ang. 12. 

Horrible, bloody and depressing t the 
news we have again to relate of Indian mur- 
ders and robberies recent!y committed in this 
vielnity, and, a we are sick and tired of re- 
covnting the crimes of these sdoundrels, we 
will endeavor to be brief. 

Thuradsy, the 3d of about 200 
savages sprang upon a h of about 140 an- 
belonging to Brown & Bro., whieh 
were grating on the open pilaih near the 
Agea Fria ranch, about eighteen miles from 
Prescott. Most of the animals, becom 
frightened at the looks and gestures 

of the red thieves, took leg bail for the

The savages then went on untj! they arrived 
at, for them, « favorable poiut from which 
to thake the attack, which point ts on the 
last divide overlooking the Verde 
Here they secured @hemeelyes until, pres- 
ently, Sergeant Harri om, of the 
Third Cevairy, and « Mr isker came 
fr, mounted on mules. Into these 
two unfortunates did the savages pour 
a volley which at once put an end 
to their existence. By this time the ambu- 
lance, in which were rs. Goodrich and 
Mayhew and a Mexican, came within full 
im Mag of the Indians, who 
opened a feriows fire upon it and its ocea- 
pants. Goodrich im tely turned the ani- 
mals around, fastened them to the wheel, 
and commenced the defence in 
keeping it ap with great vigor umtil Geo 
Browne and two other mea ha ed 
come slong. Upon them the savages 
retreated, when the Ww party coatinued 
on its ownjway to Camp Verde. This 
lasted about an hour, and the result was 
menu—Herriagton and Whisker—killed; one 
man,® Mexican, shot through both legs. 
Goodrieh and Mayhew had severa! narrow 
escapes, and, at the close of the ght, Good 
rich’s left hand wae biistered from holding s 
gan made hot by repeated discharges, ‘The 
savages got the sergeant’s male and two re- | 
vovers which he had on, besides a considera- 
bie sum of money.
